The monument was built by Mr. J.
Henry Brown, of Richmond, Va. It ls
of Richmond granite, 9 feet 3 Inches at
base, and it Ib Includlng statute 26 feet
high. The statue ls made of Italian mar-

ble, ls 6 feet tall and reprcsents a Con¬
federate soldler at parndo rest. The
full InBcrlption roads, iSGl-li"B5, Appomat¬
tox County. To Our Soldlers of the Con-
federacy.
The ldea of the erectlon of thls mon¬

ument orlglnated -wlth Mrs. John Rnn-
dolph Atwood, of West Appomattox,
some four or flve years ago. Mrs. At¬
wood Is a daughter of tlie Confederacy,
and being fully cbnvlnced that the braye,
falthful soldlers who went to the front
from thls oounty-ln defense of nur South-
Und, deserved and ought to have somo
recognltlon at the hands of the people.
Insplred by this worthy sentiment she
took up Oie self-imposcd tnsk of ralslng'

''ihe money requlred to bulld a monument,
ind through all the years slie labored
on slnsle-handed nnd alone, until nt last
success crowned her well dlrected efforls,
and laat sumer she mado the startllng
acnouncemont that sho had enough money
ln hand to lnsuro the cr&ction of a suit¬
able monument. Then it wns that the
county board of supt-rvlsors gave Ji'00 to
the monument fund.
The Appomatox Camp, Confederate

Veterans, by remiest took charge of the
work; appolnted a commlttee to bo known
as tho Monument Commlttee, and vlslied
the came wlth plenary fervers. The roin-
mlttee is as follows: T, J. Strntion,
chalrmnn; Dr. W. H. Abbltt, Major J. W.
Flood, Captaln W, T. Johnson and J.
KIrk Hannah, Esq.
The Baid cornmjttoe iook up the work

wlthout delay, rnnde a contract wlth
J. Henry Brown. of Richmond, Va,, to
t-rc-t't rhe monument at n cost of $1,5(0.
On the 14ib day of last October, Ihe

c'ornerstone was laid wlth Imposing Ma-
eonlc peremonlos. Major John W. Danlel
rrade tho Confederate address, and Hon.
Hal. FJood spoka foi t|>p Mosons. Dinner,
free to all. was served on tlie grounds,
A larse r-rowd was present nnd all had
a good time,
